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STATE LIBRARY BILLS 
RENOVATION AND REORGANIZATION OF LIBRARY QUARTERS 


Senate Bill No. 43, "making an appropriation for the biennium ending 
August 31, 1949, of the sum of Two Hundred Six Thousand ($ 206,000) 
Dollars out of the General Revenue Fund to the Texas Library and His- 
torical Commission for the purpose of repairing, remodeling, and 
equipping the quarters of the Texas State Library, and for the pur- 
chase of microfilms and microfilm equipment and the employment of 
necessary additional personnel; and declaring an emergency," was 
introduced by Senator George Moffett on January 20 and referred to 
the Committee on Finance. A hearing was held on February 5, with fur- 
ther consideration being given on February 10. 

As this is a request for funds to be expended during the next bien- 
nium, rather than a request for an emergency appropriation, and does 
not involve new legislation, the Finance Committee will include it 
for consideration in the general biennial appropriation bill. 


STATE RECORDS MANAGEMENT AGENCY 


Senate Bill No. 143, authorizing the Texas Library and Historical 
Commission "to establish and maintain in the State Library a records 
administration division which shall manage all public records of the 
state with the consent and cooperation of the heads of the various 
departments and institutions in charge of such records and shall also 
conduct a photographic laboratory for the purpose of making photographs, 
microphotographs, or reproductions on film," was introduced by Senator 
A. M Aikin on January 30 and referred to the Committee on State Affiirs. 
As House Bill No. 250, it was introduced by Representative Harley 
Sadler on February 4 and referred to the Committee on State Affairs. 

The Records Management Division of the State Library which the bill 
would establish would house, service, microfilm, and otherwise process 
and preserve the noncurrent records of all State departments requesting 
Such service. 

In addition the bill permits the State Library to supply microfilms 
of public documents to any governmental unit in the State and to private 
individuals. It establishes the legality of microfilm as a substitute 
for original documents (with necessary safeguards), and for the first 
time in Texas establishes a procedure for legally destroying original 
government records which have no further administrative, legal, or 
historical value. 





















STATE AID FOR PUBLIC LIBRARIES IN SQWTHERN STATES 


(Latest A. L. A. Statistics) 


Alabama 


$64,000 allocated to state aid for 1945-47 ($54,720 for 1943-45) 
out of a total appropriation for the state agency of $100,000; plus 
a oonditional appropriation of $40,000 (depending on the condition 
of the Treasury) all of which will be allocated to state aid. Dis- 
tributed to county and city public libraries, for books and personnel, 
under standards set by the Public Library Service Division. 


ARKANSAS 


$170,000 appropriated for 1945-47 for state aid and for operation 
of the State Library Commission ($120,000 for 1943-45). Of this, 
$118,560 is for establishment and continuing aid to county and re- 
gional libraries, for books and personnel, under standards set by 
the Library Commission for local support, personnel, and service, 


GEORGIA 


$150,000 included in budget of Department of Education for 1946-47 
(increase of $50,000) for state aid fer rural public library service. 


LOUISIANA 





$350,000 appropriated for 1946-48, one-half for parish demonstra- 
tions ($87,500 a year) under the sponsorship of the Louisiana State 
Library, the balance for the headquarters library for regular State 
Library activities. This is an increase of $50,000 over the previous 
biennium. 


NORTH CAROLINA 





‘ $350,000 for 1945-47 ($250,000 for 1943-45) for state and for 
promoting, aiding and equalizing public library service." The short 
act empowers the State Library Commission to plan allocation and set 
requirements. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 





$10,815 of an appropriation of $20,000 for the State Library Board 
for the year 1945-46 is set aside for state aid for large unit libra- 
ries, 


TENNESSEE 





$75,000 appropriated for 1945-47 ($40,000 for 1943-45) to be 
matched by funds made available through other sources on a fifty-fifty 
basis for maintaining library service. 


VIRGINIA 


$100,000 for 1946-48 (same as preceding biennium) for state aid 
for state-wide public library development, particularly in rural 
areas, with emphasis on county and regional libraries, under standards 
set by the State.Library Board.

many counties in Texas are desirous of establishing county 
libraries; and 
the present county library law prevents many counties from 
appropriating adequate funds to establish and maintain modern 
county library services; and 
as a result of this situation many county libraries cannot 
pay salaries sufficient to attract adequately trained libra- 
rians; and 
even though adequate salaries were available there is a 
serious shortage of trained librarians; and 
there is a lack of accessible training agencies, and the 
tate Library is unable to fulfill its legal obligations to 
conduct library institutes; and 
the Texas State Board of Library Examiners has found it 
necessary to lower temporarily the minimum qualifications 
for County Librarian's Certificates to permit the issuance 
of a Temporary County Librarian's Certificate valid for one 
year, now therefore be it 
that in accordance with the authority granted by the Texas 
Revised Civil Statutes, 1925, Article 1682, the following 
Professional County Librarian's Certificates and Temporary 
County Librarian's Certificates be granted under the qualifi- 
cations specified for each.

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SCHOOL LIBRARY Mattie Ruth Moore,

Assistance from 
the General Education Board will 
make that possible. 

Through the cooperation of the 
school board, the principal, and 
the teachers in the school where 
the library demonstration is to be 
conducted and with the help of the 
gdeputy superintendent and the Di- 
rector of School Libraries, the 
newly treined librarian will work 
toward the improvement of library 
service in her school throughout 
the session of 1947-48. A careful 
record will be kept of all the 
changes that are made and all the 
steps that are taken toward im- 
provement of the library. In the 
spring of 1948, sll school people 
in the deputy district will be in- 
vited to ea demonstration of how 
the development of library service 
was brought about.

The only limitation put upon 
those to be nominated is that each 
trustee must be in actual service 
at least part of the calendar ysar 
preceding the conference at which 
awards are made. 

Since the first citations were 
presented in 1942, two have been 
awarded each year, 


After a trial period of three 
years, upon the recommendation of 
the Jury on the Citation of Trus- 
tees, the A, L, A. Council at its 
meeting on October 13, 1944, unan- 
imously voted to continus the 
annual citations.
